Curious Stone. 


From the Virginia City, Nebraska, Enterprise 


A. M. Stewart one of tho locators ef 
th< 


great gravel deposits on the suinmit of tin 
•Merru Novailu Mountains. California, bai 
shown us a atone that is different front any 
thing wo have yet seen. Tho btouo appears 
to boa ruby, and doubtless of great value 
Mr. Stawurt haa several times been offeret 
from $50 to $500 for hia "flud," but has ftl 
ways refused to sell. 'Ihe stone Is surround 
ed by a ring of white of pocuiiiu* formation 
The gem, or central stone, is about the size 
of a ton cent piece; whj'e the whole specimen 
is about the size of a halfdo"ar, Thisstone 
being viewed through a powcrfuA glass 
shows the most wonderful rays of light — 
rays more than rivaling the Aii-ora Boreulis 
with specks of silver mid gold.' Mr. Stewart 
picked up tho atone from the surface gravel 
in a ravine upon bin claim, lie sent it to Sai 
i'ruucisoo to u lapidary, asking that it be. 
cut on one side. Tho lapidary tried tocutit 
but made a poor job of it.

tribes of Indians. Tho stone ia certainly a 
great curiosity, and we believe this is the 
only one ever' seen in tho hands of a white 
man. 
It is iu the shape of a magnifying 


glass, being thick iu the middle, it 18 prob- 
ably n quailcr of nn inch thick in the centre 
though but about half an inc.li iu diameter. 
Being cut on one aide and one side only, mill 
poorly cut at that, it ia hard to judge tho 
full beauty and valno of tho stone. The 
owner does not call it a ruby, but thinks it 
is a nevy and rare stone, unknown to tho 
lapidaiies. It \A ccrtn'nly a most unique ami 
beautiful g*>m.
